Police work

In theo­ 
ry , the team would hav e men with 
training to handle situations as they 
arise without hav ing to call upon spe­ 
cialists from another section or shift. 
The policemen’s response, still in­ 
complete, takes tjie position that 
“ team policing” is an inefficient and 
ov erly ex pensiv e method of prov iding 
police protection. 
SGT. RODNEY KATH, leader of the 
group preparing the report, said com­ 
munities that hav e gone to the team 
policing method hav e found it ex ­ 
pensiv e, and in some cases abandoned 
it after a trial period. 
“ The main thing to keep in mind is 
that y ou should be prepared to double 
y our budget with the teams,” Kath 
said. 
Kath said the department report 
came about because policemen who 
took part in the v illage long-range de­ 
v elopment study said the final report 
did not adequately reflect what hap- 


pend in the meetings and discussions. 
The v illage report was released in 
February after former police Capt.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPI) — Army Com­ 
mander Jorge Videla was named president of Argehtina 
Friday by the three-man military ju nta of which he is a 
member. The gov ernment annou nced he wou ld be 
sworn in on Monday . 
The United States Friday formally recognized the 
military gov ernment which ou sted President Isabel 
Peron and seized power in Argentina Wednesday . The 
U.S. ex pressed h<^ for continu ed cordial relations be­ 
tween the two cou ntries. 
Videla, 50, is a slim officer with a heav y black mu s­ 
tache who is considered the leader of the bloodless 
cou p. He is a strong anti-Commu nist and dev ou t Roman 
Catholic. 


The annou ncement by the three-man ju nta cpme as 
Argentine au thorities reported six persons had been 
killed in the first clashes between leftist gu errilla and 
secu rity forces since the cou p two day s ago. 
Bu enos Aires newspapers reported the jimta had ar­ 
rested between 600 and 1,800 persons since the cou p, 
many (rf them su pporters of Mrs. Peron. Many "cms 
were fou nd empty and abandoned at priv ate docks 
along the Riv er Plate, indicating some Peronists fled 
by priv ate boats across the riv er to Uru gu ay . 
Military sou rces said one of those escaping was Lo­ 
renzo Migu el, the chief labor leader su pporting Mrs. 
Peron. 
The armed forces gav e no figu res on the nu mbers

arrested, bu t witnesses said prisoners were seen being 
loaded aboard a heav ily gu arded nav y transport ship in 
the harbor. 
A gov ernment ccx nmu niqu e said U.S. Ambassador 
Robert Hill, retu rning from Washington, went to the 
Foreign Mihistry Friday morning and “deliv ered a note 
of recognition of the gov ernment of the ju nta.” 
It added that Hill “ex pressed the desire of his gov ern­ 
ment to continu e the cordial relations that hav e ex isted 
between Argentina and the United States.” 
The military ju nta^ made u p of Videla, nav y com­ 
mander Adm. Emilio Massera and Air Force Lt. Gen. 
Orlando Agosti, ordered gov ernment bank accou nts and 
u nion fu nds frozen u ntil inv estigations into alleged cor­ 


ru ption in the Peronist gov ernment are completed. 
Before the military cou p closed congress, a com­ 
mittee in the Oiamber of Depu ties was probing the 
misu se of fu nds by Social Welfare ministry . 
A series of laws decreed by the ju nta hav e made 
strikes illegal, ou tlawed six tiny ex treme left parties, 
and established heav y penalties for inciting v iolence or 
any terrorist acts. Military cou rts áre empowered to 
u se the death penalty . 
There was no fu rther word on the fate of Mrs. Peron 
who was flown to a remote mansion in the Andes Lake 
region, 1,000 ndles sou thwest of Bu enos Aires, early 
Wednesday . The ju nta said only that her secu rity is 
gu aranteed. 


3 sk iers k illed 
wh en gon d olas 
crash to grou n d 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — Two gondolas 
loaded with skiers snapped loose from 
their cables and plu nged 100 feet to 
the snowy slopes of Vail Mou ntain 
Friday . Three persons died and nine 
others were inju red, fou r critically . 
The dead, two girls and a boy , were 
not immediately identified. 
The six -passenger cars of the Lions- 
head gwidola were nearing the top of 
the mou ntain at Eagle’s Nest Lodge 
when the mishap occu rred. One car 
apparently snapped loose and slid 
back into the car behind it, sending 
both gondolas plu mmeting to the snow 
below. 


The rest of the gondolas in the 71- 
car sy stem, containing £is many as 
400 persons, were left dangling withou t 
power and fiv e helicopters were 
brou ght in to rescu e the occu pants. 
Officials said there was no danger of 
the other cars falling. 
“Ski Patrol members rode along the 
cable on a wheel dev ice, stopped at 
each car and opened the trapdoor in 
the top,” said chief helicopter pilot 
Ben Locke. “They pu t the occu pants 
into a bosu n’s chair and lowered them 
one by one to the grou nd.” 


Vail is the ski resort home of Presi­ 
dent Ford and the chief ex ecu tiv e and 
his family hav e ridden the gondola 
many times. 
A Mississippi cou ple said they skied 
by the area ju st after the first gondola 
feU. 
“The gondola apparently failed to 
cross the top of one of the towers, be­ 
came hu ng u p and fell, top-down, to 
the grou nd.” said Dr. James Barnett 
o- Brookhav en, Miss. 


“It stru ck the second car and 
knocked it down, too.” 
Ski Patrol members brou ght the in­ 
ju red down the slope on stretchers. 
Vail Valley Medical Center assessed 
the inju ries and the fou r most seriou s­ 
ly hu rt were flown to St. Anthony Hos­ 
pital in Denv er, where an emergency 
team of 10 specialists were waiting. 
“We called in specialists in the 
fields of orthopedic su rgery , neu ro­ 
su rgery and so on,” said Dr. Van Dra- 
can, head of emergency serv ices. “All 
fou r persons brou ght here had seriou s 
inju ries and are in critical condition 
bu t, with help and good care, they 
may recov er. 
“There are a nu mber of broken 
bones, a cou ple of broken backs and 
internal inju ries,” he said. “Bu t the 
care in Vail was ex cellent and the 
diagnoses were complete. We were 
able to begin ou r work as soon as the 
patients arriv ed.” 
Draoan said fou r other persons, ei­ 
ther stranded skiers or relativ es of 
persons aboard the gondolas, were 
treated for cardiac problems. 


Floy d Helms, who piloted one of the 
orange-and-y ellow “Flight for life” 
h^copters that carried the inju red to 
Denv er, said doctors in Vail bad the 
situ ation u nder control. 
“There was a lot of activ ity bu t it 
was v ery well organized,” he said. 
“As the inju red were brou ght in, doc­ 
tors determined which were the most 
seriou sly hu rt.” 
A similar bu t more seriou s incident 
occu rred March 10 in Cav alese, Italy , 
when a cable car jammed with 43 
skiers began to bou nce and swing 
wildly abov e the slopes of Mt. Cermis.

State CJorrections Commissioner C. Mu r­ 
ray Henderson said prison officials decided to attack becau se nego­ 
tiations with the prisoners, who wanted to be retu rned to the ov er­ 
crowded State Prison in Nashv ille, had “failed completely ” and one 
of the conv icts was threatening to kill the hostage.

Israel reaffirms plans for unification 


Israel Friday reaffirmed its intention to hang on to a u nified 
Jeru salem. Foreign Minist^ Yigal Allon said the U.S. v eto of a 
U.N. Secu rity Ckx mcil resolu tion av erted a major rift between 
Washington and Jeru salem. An official spokesman said the gov ern­ 
ment was determined to keep the Jewish and Arab sections of 
Jeru salem “u nited and indiv isible” as “the eternal capital of Is­ 
rael.” He said Israel wou ld respect and protect holy sites in Jeru sa­ 
lem and “administer the territories u nder its control with ju stice 
and fu llest respect for the rights and welfare of its inhabitants.”

NEW YORK (UPI) ~ Richard Nix ­ 
on, shortly before he resigned as 
President becau se of Watergate, was 
tormented with the idea of su icide and 
once complained, “I don’t hav e a pis­ 
tol,” it was reported Friday . 
Nix on in his last day s in office, 
dmnk too mu ch despite his low toler­ 
ance to alcohol and was reportedly 
portray ed by l^retary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger as “ou r meatball Presi­ 
dent’’ who acted “like a madman,” 
according to the report 
The report was pu blished in News­ 
week magazine, which is ex cerpting 
in its nex t two issu es a soon to be 
pu blished book by Bob Woodward and 
Carl Berstein, the Washington Post 
reporters credited with breaking the 
Watergate scandal. 
According to the book, “The Final 
Day s,” du ring Nix on’s last week in of­ 
fice his son-in-law, Edward Ck)x , told 
a U.S. senator the President had been 
u p late “walking the halls . . . talking 
to pictu res of former Presidents.” 
The book said that at the end, then 
White Hou se Chief of Staff Alex ander 
Haig cu t off Nix on’s sleeping piUs 
when the President complained to 
him, “You fellows, in y ou r bu siness

leav es a pistol in the drawer . . . I 
don’t hav e a pistol.” 
Pat Nix on, the former First Lady , 
also was reported to hav e sou ght so­ 
lace in alcohol and began slipping 
down to the serv ants qu arters at night 
and retu rning to her priv ate bedroom 
with glasses fu ll of bou rbon. 
Nix on reportedly wou ld sit for hou rs 
in his office and drink, often ahme 
and sometimes with his p ress secre­ 
tary Ron Ziegler.

Ex cerpts from “Fi­ 
nal Day s” hav e prev iou sly been pu b­ 
lished in Time magazine and the New 
York Daily News.

Pat Nixon, the former First Lady, 
also was reported to have sought so­ 
lace in alcohol and began slipping 
down to the servants quarters at night 
and returning to her private bedroom 
with glasses full of bourbon. 
Nixon reportedly would sit for hours 
in his office and drink, often alone 
and sometimes with his press secre­ 
tary Ron Ziegler. The former Presi­ 


dent also sought seclusion on the pres­ 
idential yacht Sequoia to get away 
from the “goddam press” and those 
he considered his enemies. 
Close to the end, Woodward and 
Berstein wrote, Nixon broke down and 
asked Kissinger to join him on his 
knees in the little office just off the 
Oval office. 
“You are not a very orthodox Jew 
and I am not an orthodox Quaker, but 
we need to pray,” Nixon was quoted 
as saying. 
Woodward's and Bernstein’s new 
book is a sequel to “All the Presi­ 
dent’s Men” which dealt with the Wa­ 
tergate Scandal.

3 skiers killed 
when gondolas 
crash to ground 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — Two gondolas 
loaded with skiers snapped loose from 
their cables and plunged IOO feet to 
the snowy slopes of Vail Mountain 
Friday. Three persons died and nine 
others were injured, four critically. 
The dead, twro girls and a boy, w’ere 
not immediately identified. 


The six-passenger cars of the Lions- 
head gondola were nearing the top of 
the mountain at Eagle’s Nest Lodge 
when the mishap occurred. One car 
apparently snapped loose and slid 
back into the car behind it, sending 
both gondolas plummeting to the snow 
below. 


The rest of the gondolas in the 71- 
car system, containing as many as 
400 persons, were left dangling without 
powder 
and 
five 
helicopters 
were 
brought in to rescue the occupants. 
Officials said there was no danger of 
the other cars falling. 
“Ski Patrol members rode along the 
cable on a wheel device, stopped at 
each car and opened the trap-door in 
the top,” said chief helicopter pilot 
Ben Locke. “They put the occupants 
into a bosun’s chair and lowered them 
one by one to the ground.” 


Vail is the ski resort home of Presi­ 
dent Ford and the chief executive and 
his family have ridden the gondola 
many times. 
A Mississippi couple said they skied 
by the area just after the first gondola 
fell. 
“The gondola apparently failed to 
cross the top of one of the towers, be­ 
came hung up and fell, top-down, to 
the ground.” said Dr. James Barnett 
of Brookhaven, Miss. 


“It struck the second car and 
knocked it down, too.” 
Ski Patrol members brought the in­ 
jured down the slope on stretchers. 
Vail Valley Medical Center assessed 
the injuries and the four most serious­ 
ly hurt were flown to St. Anthony Hos­ 
pital in Denver, where an emergency 
team of IO specialists urere waiting. 
“We called in specialists in the 
fields of orthopedic surgery, neuro­ 
surgery and so on,” said Dr. Van Dra- 
can, head of emergency services. “All 
four persons brought here had serious 
injuries and are in critical condition 
but, with help and good care, they 
may recover. 
“There are a number of broken 
bones, a couple of broken backs and 
internal injuries,” he said. “But the 
care in Vail was excellent and the 
diagnoses were complete. W’e were 
able to begin our work as soon as the 
patients arrived.” 
Dracan said four other persons, ei­ 
ther stranded skiers or relatives of 
persons aboard the gondolas, were 
treated for cardiac problems. 


Floyd Helms, who piloted one of the 
orange-and-yellow “Flight for Life” 
helicopters that carried the injured to 
Denver, said doctors in Vail had the 
situation under control. 
“There was a lot of activity but it 
was very well organized,” he said. 
“As the injured were brought in, doc­ 
tors determined wiiich were the most 
seriously hurt.” 
A similar but more serious incident 
occurred March IO in Cavalese, Italy, 
when a cable car jammed with 43 
skiers began to bounce and swing 
wildly above the slopes of Mt. Cermis.

HE SAID increased population

By 
warming up the set and tuning in 
to Channel 13, darkening the

storm cellar or a sturdily con­ 
structed building, Changnon said. 
He suggested several other pre­ 
cautions for survival: 
• Stay away from windows; 
• Open windows to help equal­ 
ize pressure between the partial 
vaccum created by the tornado 
and the inside of the building; 
• Avoid rooms with large edge- 
supported roofs, such as gymna­ 
siums and auditoriums. Instead, 
stay in an interior hallway on a 
lower floor; 
• Move to the center of a base­ 
ment or the lower floor of a house 
and avoid all outside walls. Con­ 
trary to popular belief. Changnon 
said, debris collects near outside 
walls if the house collapses, while 
the center is freer of such mate­ 
rials; 
• Avoid mobile homes since 
they are easily tipped over by tor­ 
nados; 
• If caught in the open, move 
at right angles away from the tor­ 
nado’s path. If escape is impos­ 
sible, lie face down in a ditch or a 
ravine. 
Changnon said anyone sighting 
a severe thunderstorm or tornado 
should report it immediately to 
the nearest National Weather Ser­ 
vice station or law enforcement 
agency. Collect telephone calls 
are authorized if the operator is 
told the situation is an emergen­ 
cy, he said.

Sixty nontenured teachers in Wheeh 
ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 will receive 
dismissal notices for the 19 76-77 school 
year. 
The Dist. 21 Board of Education 
voted Thursday to send notices this 
week to 60 of the district’s 167 nonte­ 
nured teachers informing them that 
they will not be rehired for the com­ 
ing school year. 
The board is cutting 5 0 teaching po­ 
sitions for the 19 76-77 school year to 
offset an anticipated $1 million budget 
deficit. The district has about 420 
teachers this year, and the cuts would 
save about $5 00,000 in teachers sala­ 
ries. 
SUPT. KENNETH Gill said 60 per­ 
sons are affected by the cuts because 
the 5 0 positions eliminated also in­ 
volve part-time teachers. 
“ We will try to hire all of the teach­ 
ers back if there is enough attrition,” 
Gill said Friday. The released teach­ 
ers all received adequate evaluations, 
he said. 


The board passed a motion Thurs­ 
day that said the teachers who are 
dismissed will be hired back as va­ 
cancies occur. 
Board member Jeremiah Crise said 
the motion was to reaffirm part of the 
teachers’ contract, which requires the 
district to give rehiring priority to the 
released teachers. 


“ WE DID not take the dismissing of 
these 5 0 teachers lightly,” Crise said. 
“ If we could have found another way 
we would have done it, but the al­ 
ternative would be deficit financing.” 
The Dist. 21 teachers union two 
weeks ago asked the board to come 
up with a contingency plan for rehir­ 
ing the teachers. The teachers union 
also said the district used a “ secret 
rating scale” to evaluate who would 
be fired and asked the board to reveal 
each teacher’s ranking. 


Board Pres. Kenneth Rodeck said 
Thursday the teachers’ contract re­ 
quires the district to first cut nonte­ 
nured teachers with the lowest eval­ 
uations or qualifications to fill the po­ 
sition.

The board Thursday heard sugges­ 
tions from the Illinois Office of Edu­ 
cation on ways to increase the dis­ 
trict's income. The measures include 
holding a referendum to raise taxes 
and issuing tax anticipation warrants, 
which would allow the district to bor­ 
row from next year’s taxes. 
The state office said, however, that 
the funds acquired from a tax in­ 
crease would not be available until 
the 1977-78 school year. 
Several parents attending the board 
meeting Thursday asked the board to 
consider holding a tax referendum in­ 
stead of making the budget cutbacks.

Strong, a handbook on exorcism and a 
“ manual of possession” — all of it 
fascinating. 


A major departure from the sensa­ 
tional fiction accounts of exorcism is 
Martin’s emphasis on the role of the 
exorcist rather than on the sound ef­ 
fect noises or the grisly distortions of 
the possessed, although they are 
there, too. 


“ THE EXORCIST is the centerpiece 
of every exorcism,” Martin main­ 
tains. “ On him depends everything. 
He has nothing personal to gain. But 
in each exorcism, he risks literally 
everything he values.” 


He also must have official church 
sanction “ for he is acting in an offi­ 
cial capacity, and any power he has 
over Evil Spirit can only come from 
those officials who belong to the sub­ 
stance of Jesus’ Church, whether they 
be in the Roman Catholic, the Eastern 
Orthodox or the Protestant Commu­ 
nions.” 


“ Once engaged,” Martin says, “ the 
exorcism cannot be called off. There 
will and must always be a victor and 
a vanquished. And no matter what the 
outcome, the contact is in part fatal 
for the exorcist . . . Something dies in 
him. Some part of his humanness will 
wither from such close contact with 
the opposite of all humaness — the 
essence of evil . . . No return will be 
made to him for his loss.”

Only surgery would 
correct groin hernia 


I tin a woman, age 54, and several years ago 1 found that I had a ' 
hernia in my groin. Since it wasn^t pi^tful, the doctor did not 
operate. The hernia disappeared. When my stomach started stick­ 
ing ont, I did leg raising exercises. The hernia returned. I stopped 
the exercises and the hernia again disappeared. 
When I asked my doctor for exercises to flatten my abdomen, he 
just said any exercise that doesn’t strain that area. I don’t think I 
am ovmweight as I am 5-feet-6 and wei^ 135 pounds. Are tiiere 
any exercises I can do that won’t cause the hernia to return? 
A hernia in the groin region is caused by a defect, tearing or 
rupture of muscle and tendon tissues. This allows a loop of intestine 
to slide out of the abdominal cavity through the muscular wall and 
become visible under the skin. 
You noticed the hernia because of the loop of bowel that slips in 
and out. However, if the loop of bowel is contained within the 
abdominri cavity, the defect in the muscle and tendon area is still 
present. 
When you are lying on your back and do.leg lifting type ex­ 
ercises, you create pressure within the abdominal cavity. This 
squeezing type pressure tends to push the loop of bowel out through 
the hole in the muscular wall. Frankly there is practically no ex­ 
ercise you can do to strengthen your abdominal muscles that won’t 
create some pressure on the abdominal contents. The best I can 
suggest is voluntary contraction and relaxation of your abdominal 
muscles. And in ord«* to prevent the hamia from appearing, it 
would probably be best to do these lying down. 
Anyting that increases the pressure inside your abdmninal cavity 
will tend to cause the loop of the bowel to slip out. Therefore if y(w 
do have any extra fat that you can lose it would be helpful. There is 
usually about as much fat inside the abdominal cavity as there is 
outside underneath the skin.

A hernia doesn’t come and go. It stays. The only way it can 
really be corrected is by surgery. The tom or stretched muscles 
and UgamentS have to be repaired. 
About the only exception to this I can make is the problem of 
herniation of a small amount of the stomach through the hole in the 
diaphragm called the hiatal hernia. These occur frequently in wom­ 
en during pregnancy because 
increased abdominal pressure. 
Once the abdominal pressure is decreased, in many women the 
hiatal hernia will disai^ar. However, women are particularly 
prone to hiatal hernia in middle and la t» life and previous child­ 
bearing is probably a major factor in this disproportion be­ 
tween men and women in the frequency of hiatal hernia. 
If you want to be failry active, I would seriously consider having 
a repair of your hernia. After all the condition will not correct itself 
and any requirement for surgery that might arise later will be 
increasingly difficult as you get older. If you were to have it done 
now and then make a good recovery, it would be easier for you to 
regain your level of physical fitness and maintain it.

But baking soda is not for keeping drains open. A regular treatment 
(rf one-half cup of washing soda, followed by hot water, once a 
week, is all that’s necessary to keep most drains clean and open.

Only surgery would 
correct groin hernia 


I am a woman, age 54, and several years ago I found that I had a - 
hernia in my groin. Since it wasn't paintful, the doctor did not 
operate. The hernia disappeared. When my stomach started stick­ 
ing out, I did leg raising exercises. The hernia returned. I stopped 
the exercises and the hernia again disappeared. 
When I asked my doctor for exercises to flatten my abdomen, he 
just said any exercise that doesn't strain that area. I don’t think I 
am overweight as I am 5-feet-6 and weigh 135 pounds. Are there 
any exercises I can do that won’t cause the hernia to return? 
A hernia in the groin region is caused by a defect, tearing or 
rupture of muscle and tendon tissues. This allows a loop of intestine 
to slide out of the abdominal cavity through the muscular wall and 
become visible under the skin. 
You noticed the hernia because of the loop of bowel that slips in 
and out. However, if the loop of bowel is contained within the 
abdominal cavity, the defect in the muscle and tendon area is still 
present. 
When you are lying on your back and do. leg lifting type ex­ 
ercises, you create pressure within the abdominal cavity. This 
squeezing type pressure tends to push the loop of bowel out through 
the hole in the muscular wall. Frankly there is practically no ex­ 
ercise you can do to strengthen your abdominal muscles that won’t 
create some pressure on the abdominal contents. The best I can 
suggest is voluntary contraction and relaxation of your abdominal 
muscles. And in order to prevent the hernia from appearing, it 
would probably be best to do these lying down. 
Anyting that increases the pressure inside your abdominal cavity 
will tend to cause the loop of the bowel to slip out. Therefore if you 
do have any extra fat that you can lose it would be helpful. There is 
usually about as much fat inside the abdominal cavity as there is 
outside underneath the skin.

A hernia doesn’t come and go. It stays. The only way it can 
really be corrected is by surgery. The torn or stretched muscles 
and ligaments have to be repaired. 
About the only exception to this I can make is the problem of 
herniation of a small amount of the stomach through the hole in the 
diaphragm called the hiatal hernia. These occur frequently in wom­ 
en during pregnancy because of increased abdominal pressure. 
Once the abdominal pressure is decreased, in many women the 
hiatal hernia will disappear. However, women are particularly 
prone to hiatal hernia in middle and later life and previous child­ 
bearing is probably a major factor in this disproportion be­ 
tween men and women in the frequency of hiatal hernia. 
If you want to be failry active, I would seriously consider having 
a repair of your hernia. After all the condition will not correct itself 
and any requirement for surgery that might arise later will be 
increasingly difficult as you get older. If you were to have it done 
now and then make a good recovery, it would be easier for you to 
regain your level of physical fitness and maintain it.

Washing soda, not

Yet many have the 
impression that the references have been to baking soda and letters 
come constantly asking how much baking soda is necessary to keep 
drains open. Baking soda is a fabulous product and this column has 
been such a strong advocate that I’ve been kidded often about it. 
But baking soda is not for keeping drains open. A regular treatment 
of one-half cup of washing soda, followed by hot water, once a 
week, is all that’s necessary to keep most drains clean and open.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPI) 
— Why has d emocracy failed again in 
Argentina, a country where the crop s 
flourish bití; self-government withers 
and d ies? 


The immed iate ex p lanation is that 
the Peronists who returned to p ower 
in 1973 p lanted the wrong seed s. 


The p ast three y ears p rovid e a clas­ 
sic illustration of the d iiference be­ 
tween d emocracy and d emagoguery . 


Argentina, d esp ite the blessings of 
nature and of an ind ustrious, well-ed u­ 
cated citizenry , has had only brief 
p eriod s of ord erly d emocratic govern­ 
ment d uring the p ast 50 y ears. 


Twice in 1973, voters showed over­ 
whelmingly that they wanted a Per- 
onist government after seven y ears of 
uninsp ired military rule. 


JUAN D. PERON, the 77-y ear-old 
ex p resid ent who had sp ent 18 y ears in 
ex ile after a 1955 military coup ousted 
him, returned to office in triump h. 


Peron’s d octrine is a vague mix ture 
of socialism and nationalism — some 
of his early id eas were shap ed by the 
fascism of Italian d ictator Benito 
Mussolini. 


Peron had brutally sup p ressed op ­ 
p osition d uring his earlier (1946-1955) 
p eriod in p ower, alienated the Catho­ 
lic Churd i and severely d isrup ted the 
once-p rosp erous Argentine economy . 


But he also had given the country ’s 
working class a sense of d ignity , a 
string of very real wage benefits and 
p olitical p ower. 


HE HAD MELLOWED in ex ile and 
on return sp oke constantly of the need 
for unity , hard work and an end to 
strife among Argentines. 


At the same time, he laid the foun­ 
d ations of the p olitical and economic 
d isaster that was to follow by raising 
ex p ectations he could not fulfill. 


Young leftist guemllas he had en­ 
couraged from ex ile were p ushed out 
of the Peronist movement in favor of 
conservative union lead ers. 


A violent struggle ensued with both 
sid es using bombs and bullets. 


Peronist d octrine required red istri­ 
bution of wealth to the working class, 
and Peron p resid ed over a p rice 
freeze accomp anied by a general 
wage increase. 


The result was a buy ing sp ree fol­ 
lowed by severe d istortion of the eco­ 
nomic p rocess. With p rofit margins 
eliminated , p rod uction slowed , good s 
became scarce and the black market 
thrived . 


The stage was set for a runaway 
inflation that virtually d estroy ed the 
value of the Argentine p eso. 


Mrs. Peron, elected as her hus­ 
band ’s vice p resid ent, took over the 
government on his d eath. 


Her lead ership p roved cap ricious 
and vacillating. 


She d eclared a state of siege sus- 
p e n d i n g constitutional guarantees 
without « » suiting congress. 


Hund red s of leftist susp ects were 
jailed without charge and held without 
trial. Newsp ap ers and magazines crit­ 
ical of the government were shut 
d own.

The President also has been blessed 
with “good news” from the Bureau of

In a telegram to Ford, Walker said, 
“You personally witnessed the de­ 
struction caused by those tornadoes in 
the Chicago area while you were 
there on a campaign tour. Surely the 
financial troubles that were to follow 
the tornadoes could not have escaped 
you.” 
Without the federal disaster desig­ 
nation, Walker said, individual home­ 
owners will not be eligible for up to 
$5,000 in grants and communities will 
be ineligible for reimbursements for 
repair and clearing of public proper­ 
ty. 


Ma Bell asks rate hike 
Illinois Bell Telephone Co. asked the 
Illinois Commerce Commission Fri­ 
day for additional rate hikes, this 
time affecting special service lines 
provided to business customers in­ 
cluding newspapers and radio sta­ 
tions. 
The changes, Bell said, would apply 
to intrastate lines only and would 
yield an estimated $15.5 million a 
year in additional revenue. They 
would affect about 100,000 business 
customers.

“Government-mandated 
costs

doing business are holding down busi­ 
ness expansion in Illinois and actually 
driving jobs to other states,” Brann 
said. “Unless immediate action is tak­ 
en to reverse this unhealthy trend, Il­ 
linois will lose its traditional position 
as a major industrial state and eco­ 
nomic power house.” 


A University of Michigan Survey 
Research Center report that said con­ 
sumer confidence improved sharply 
between November 
and

It’s not u nu su al for pint-sized north­ 
em pike to attack fishing lu res as big 
or bigger than they 
And su ch v iciou s display s don’t end 
as pike grow in s ^ , with lu nker fish 
known to take ev en an occasional 
du ck. 
Armed with razor-sharp teeth that 
slant inward, the pike liv es u p to its 
role as a predator, eating abou t a fifth 
of its body weight in food each day . 
Bu t su ch briiav ior is also what 
makes the pike a prized game fish, 
and spring can be one of the most 
produ ctiv e times of the y ear to pu rsu e 
this species. 
Depending on locale, the fisherman 
may refer to the pike simply as 
“northern," “jacks," or “jackflsh," 
and the y ou nger fish may be called 
“snakes" or “hammerheads" or a 
few other choice nicknames. 
Bu t regardless o i what they are 
called, the angler u su ally can cou nt 
on a fairly interesting du el with pike. 
Pike can be taken by most popu lar 
methods, inclu ding casting, troUing 
and still firiiing. Bu t gmierally , whra 
it comes to the u se of either artificial 
lu res or liv e bait, ex perts reconu nend 
thiakingbig.

And when it comes to fishing tai^kle, 
baiting casting ou tfRs with sc^e 
backbone are pr^cm d ov er bu ggy - 
whip rigs. 
Spring is an ideal time fw pike ang­ 
ling (su bject to local regu lations on 
the season) becau se pike in northem 
states take to spawning grou nds as 
sodn as the ice is ou t.

Northern pike command respect

Ifs not unusual for pint-sized north­ 
ern pike to attack fishing lures as big 
or bigger than they are. 
And such vicious displays don’t end 
as pike grow in size, with lunker fish 
known to take even an occasional 
duck. 
Armed with razor-sharp teeth that 
slant inward, the pike lives up to its 
role as a predator, eating about a fifth 
of its body weight in food each day. 
But such behavior is also what 
makes the pike a prized game fish, 
and spring can be one of the most 
productive times of the year to pursue 
this species. 
Depending on locale, the fisherman 
may refer to the pike simply as 
“northern,” “jacks,” or “jackfish,” 
and the younger fish may be called 
“snakes” or “hammerheads” or a 
few other choice nicknames. 
But regardless of what they are 
called, the angler usually can count 
on a fairly interesting duel with pike. 
Pike can be taken by most popular 
methods, including casting, trolling 
and still fishing. But generally, when 
it comes to the use of either artificial 
lures or live bait, experts recommend 
thinking big. 
And when it comes to fishing tackle, 
baiting casting outfits with some 
backbone are preferred over buggy- 
whip rigs. 
Spring is an ideal time for pike ang­ 
ling (subject to local regulations on 
the season) because pike in northern 
states take to spawning grounds as 
soon as the ice is out. Pike in south­ 
ern states, or course, spawn earlier. 
Once the spawning is completed,

northerns hang around the shallows 
for some serious feeding, and lunker 
fish can provide tremendous action 
for interested anglers.

From humble 
beginnings...

He's 13 inches tall, weighs 8Vi pounds and without him 
the show would not go on. 
They call him Oscar and at 9 p.m. Monday, Chicago time, 
he will be the center attraction as the house lights come up at 
the Los Angeles M usic Center for the 48th presentation of the 
Academ y Awards. 
M illions of viewers w ill turn on television sets around the world 
for a glimpse of the glamorous. They will "o o o h h " and "aahhh" at 
their favorite stars and wonder who will be taking Oscar home for 
their mantelpiece. 
W ill it be Jack Nicholson or Al Pacino? Can "Jaws" — the biggest 
m ovie money-maker of all times — beat out the favored "O n e Flew 
O ver the Cuckoo's Nest?" And the biggest question of all: W ill Liz come 
with Dick? 
But there will be no viewers who will take more of art interest in the 
extravaganza than the employes at Dodge Tohpies and Awards in Crystal 
Lake. Dodge is the home of Oscar; it is where every year, several months 
before the big production, he is reborn. 
"Everybody here waits for awards night and watches the show," says 
Charles Corda, manager of special awards at Dodge. "It's funny but we 
never discuss out here at the plant who's going to win. We know 
somebody is going to win what we've made and that's what's im portant." 
Dodge has been making the stern-looking little fellow since 1931. Four 
years ago the Oscar operation was moved to the Crystal Lake plant when 
an earthquake shook the Los Angeles area and all but destroyed the 
Dodge building there. 
Oscar will be 49 years old this May. He was born in 1927 when 36 
leaders of a burgeoning film industry met and organized the Academy of 
M o tio n Picture Arts and Sciences. It was a hard time for the movies. The 
Actors Equity Association was trying to organize performers, and studio czars 
w ere afraid of demands for higher pay. Audiences were starting to get 
bored with movies that couldn't talk and actors in Hollywood were getting 
bad names for themselves at notorious wild parties. 
O n M ay l l , 1927, more than 300 movie people gathered at an industry 
banquet at the Biltom ore Hotel in Los Angeles. Douglas Fairbanks, the 
Academ y's first president, was moderator. Talks were presented by such 
Industry leaders as Louis B. Mayer, Mary Pickford and Cecil B. D eM ille. 
M ayer suggested the Academy could focus attention on cinematic 
achievements by presenting awards of merit. Actor Conrad Nagel agreed, 
saying, "whatever we give, it should be a symbol of continuing progress — 
militant, dynam ic." 
A rt director Cedric Gibbons began sketching a figure on the tablecloth 
o f a stalwart man, standing on a reel of film and holding a crusader's sword. 
He later put his idea on paper and a sculptor, George Stanley, m olded the 
figure. 
In 1931 Oscar got his name. Margaret Herrick, retired executive director 
o f the Academy saw the statuette and studied it carefully, exclaiming, 
"W hy, he looks like my Uncle Oscar." 
The first Oscar statues, presented in 1928, were made by 
band, a costly process. Then Ray 
Dodge, 1924 O lym pic runner and medal winner, came 
along. He decided that he could mass produce trophies ' 
Inexpensively and won a commission for the Oscar. 
"M r. Dodge was living in California at the time, 
bob-nobbing with movie producers and some of the 
stars," remembers Corda. "H e was a very aggressive 
man, a good salesman and hard worker until he 
m ade his first m illion in 1936." 
Corda started with Dodge Trophies, which has 
since had several owners, 47 years ago. Ray Dodge 
bad a plant at the time in Chicago. Although the 
Oscars were then made in California, Corda 
remembers m ovie moguls dropping by the 
Chicago plant for a visit with Dodge. 
"W e met a lot of them ," says Corda. "It's 
bard to remember. M arlene Dietrich came by. 
So did the O lym pic runner Jesse O w ens." 
The Crystal Lake firm, in a small industrial 
com plex next to a book bindery at Rtes. 14 
and 31, keeps the original Oscar mold in a 
secret vault until several months before the 
Academ y Awards.

other tie. Barbra Streisand and Kath­

'Tunny Girl" and Miss Hepburn for. 
"The Lion in Winter." 
Four years later Marlon Brando, win­ 
ner in the best actor category for "The 
Godfather/' caused a stir at the presen­ 
tation by refusing to accept his award. 
He sent an Indian woman, Sasheen Lit- 
tlefeather, to make his speech protest­ 
ing the treatment of American In­ 
dians. 
But no one will forget the Academy 
Awards of 1974, the year of the strea­ 
kers. As David Niven was introducing 
Elizabeth Taylor to announce the best 
picture, an unidentified male streaker 
enlivened the dull proceedings.

dians. 


But no one will forget the Academy 
Awards of 1974, the year of the strea­ 
kers. As David Niven was introducing 
Elizabeth Taylor to announce the best 
picture, an unidentified male streaker 
enlivened the dull proceedings. The 
streaker then ran quickly off the stage.

Campers, or recreational vehicles, 
come in all shapes and sizes. Here's a 
list of basic kinds of vehicfes, prepared 
by Chicagoland Recreational Vehicle 
Dealers Assn.:

have a toilet, shower, gas range with 
oven, refrigerator, cabinets, closets, di­ 
nette. Length from 10 to 35-feet. Cost, 
$750 to $18,000. 
Fold-down or camping trailers. Col­ 
lapsible units which provide living and 
sleeping quarters for up to 8 persons. 
Length and capacity vary. Some have 
aluminum doors, glass or plastic win­ 
dows. Available in soft or hard top, they 
cost $500 to $3,000. 
fifth wheel. A travel trailer which has 
a swivel-type hitch mounted in the bed 
of a tow truck. The front extends over 
the pickup truck bed. Cost, $4,(XX) to 
$15,000 and higher. 
truck campers. Also called slide-ins, 
the units afe mounted in the bed pf a 
pickup truck. Sleeps four to six. Di­ 
nette, cabinets, stove, often a bathroom 
featured. From 6 to 12-feet with cab for 
sleeping. 
Pickup covers. Also called caps or 
shells, the portable units provide shel­ 
ter above beds of pickup trucks. Appli­ 
ances are usually not included but may 
be added. Most have interior walls and 
windows. Cost ranges from $250 to 
$1,000.

Well, that's what 
the Niels en ratings s ay , but what they 
prov e is s omething els e. 
What they probably prov e is that ABC, 
which apparently can mak e nothing but 
money play s this y ear, came to the correct 
decis ion when it decided to cut way back 
on its ex cellent documentary s chedule. 


NBC special examines

"Liberty ," a definition of American free­ 
doms , will be broadcas t Tues day at 8 :30 
p.m. on NBC as part of the network 's sa­ 
lute to the Bicentennial 
NBC News Corres pondent Dav id Brink ­ 
ley will narrate the program whiclr ex am­ 
ines how Americans fought in the Rev olu­ 
tion to k eep their freedoms and how free­ 
dom mus t be fought for today if they are 
to remain aliv e. 
Brink ley will trace the es tablis hment of 
our natiop with the Cons titution and of 
our indiv idual liberties with the Bill of 
Rights . He will report on the old freedoms 
fought for in the Rev olution — trial by 
jury , repres entativ e gov ernment and free­ 
dom of s peech, and the new freedoms — 
of religion, of the pres s of as s embly and of 
redres s of griev ances . 
The program als o deals with the prob­ 
lems of minority groups whos e rights are 
s uppos edly protected by the Amendrnents 
to the Cons titution. He recalls the Black 
Rev olution of the 50s and 60s , the inter­ 
nment of J apanes e-Americans in 19 42 and 
the problems of Indians as they try to liv e 
free in our s ociety . 
The s pecial will als o ex amine s elected 
cas es of indiv iduals who hav e fought to 
retain their rights .

H O L L Y W O O D (NLA) — Through much of this 
TV season, the top-rated new show has been A B C 's 
Siarsky and Hutch. Critics hate it, but the public 
seems to love it. M aybe one reason it s popular is 
because it is pure escapism.
